The agitators and ter- 
ror money hold together these 1ail- 
lion or more men. Roughly, this 
army is made up, first, of city work- 
men who are really sincere and 
brave revolutionists, fairly small in 
numbers, but powerful through their 
determination and purpose; second, 
a great mass of young men who 
have gohe into the army because 
long wars have given them the army 
habit: third, plain adventurers, who' 
have volunteered because there is 
fighting and looting; foreign units, 
such as the Chinese and great num- 
bers of Austro-Hungarian and some 
German prisoners of war who volun- 
teered. The majority of the latter 
are real communists and fighters. 

All these are volunteers, but to- 
day mobilization is going on, and 
the soviets’ determination is to raise 
an army of 3,000,000 men. 

FEED THE ARMY FIRST. 

Probably the real thing that keeps 
the army is bread and pay. The 
soldier has drawn a pound and a 
half of black bread daily, against 
the city workman's half pound, and 
he has_extra rations of all kinds, He 
is the first man to be fed and the 
first man paid. He draws his $35 a 


month at present. The old days of 
loot, however, are over. If a sol- 
dier is found stealing now he is 
shot. . 

Most high offices and all the staff 
positions are now filled by old gen- 
eralsg and officers of the Czar’s ar- 
my.

Troops Arrive on

NEW YORK, April 1.—Fifteen 
hundred battle-scarred veterans of 
the Three Hundred and Sixty-third 
Infantry, big, strapping men, who 
traveled more than 6000 miles from 
their homes and friends in the Far 
Western States to fight with the ar- 
mies of freedom on the soil of 
France and Belgium, returned to 
what they described as “God's coun- 
try” today upon the transport Ken- 
tuckian. 

Mayor Rolph of San Francisco, ac- 
companied by his wife, a committee 
from the Rocky Mountain Club, and 
detegations of western citizens, tem- 
porarily in the city, rode up the har- 
bor with the local Mayor's welcom- 
ing committee to give the boys a 
“royal western welcome” to the 
homeland. 

Nearly half of the regiment is 
composed of replacements. A total 
of 1700 men was inscribed in the 
casualty list, but some have since re- 
turned to the command. Seven hun- 
dred men paid the supreme sacrifice, 
and many of them now lie “in Flan- 
ders’ fields.” 

The regiment, a part of the Nine- 
ty-firs® Division, made a wonderful 
record in the Meuse-Argonne offen- 
sive last September and October, and 
the armistice found them chasing 
the Huns out of Belgium. Three 
men in the.regiment return with 
the coveted Congressional Medal of 
Honor, several others have the Dis- 
tinguished Service and French war 
crosses, which one private asserted 
“are as common as second lieu- 
tenants."’ 

CITY TO BE HOST. 

The men entrained tonight for 
Camp Merritt, N. J.. where they will 
go through the required sanitary 
processes. Mayor Rolph declared 
that as soon as the entire regiment 
is home and has complied with the 
quarantine and sanitary arrange- 
ments, it would be taken direct to 
San Francisco and entertained as 
guests of the city.

The revision has been the work of ad@ition rather than elimination, 
and It is safe to say that everybody who appreved of the covéenknt in the 
original form will be even better satisfied with the arhended covenant and 
that many of those who were dissatisfied with the original one will find 
the revision adequate and entirely satisfactory. 

The special features concerning the revised charter which may be

FIGHT RENEWED 


(Continued from First Page.) 


ments with any of the Allfed na- 
tions would be introduced until: the 
war was ended. — 

Tonight the Governor expressed 
surprise that the anti-Japanese 
question should be agitated at this 
time, but declined to make any com- 
ment for publication on the bill, 

POLITICAL MANEUVER. 

A number of the conservative mem- 
bers say that awakening the anti- 
Japanese controveréy at this time is 
a political maneuver on the part of 
the Phelan forces. They see in Gov. 
Stephens a candidate against Phelan 
for the Senate next year, and they 
say that Phelan seeks to make the 
Japanese question the paramount is- 
sue of the campaign. 

Under the present land-leasing law 
Japanese are permitted to lease land 
for three years in California for agc- 
ricultural purposes, and the same 
privilege is extended to corporations 
in which Japanese are stockholders. 
The original of the Inman bill was 
introduced at the 1913 session of the 
Legislature. At that time it caused 
such strenuous protest from the Jap- 
anese government to the President at 
Washington that W. J. Bryan, then 
Secretary of State, was sent here to 
procure a modification of its terms. 
Ae the result of that conference 
another bill was eubstituted,§ in 
which the Japanese leasine clauses 
now on the statute books appeared. 
Senator Inman's bill would repeal 
those leasing clauses, and becomes 
an absolute prohibitory act against 
the Japanese. 


PHELAN’S DEMAND. 


In ‘is address last night Senator 
Phelan advocated the repeal of the 
leasing privilege in the alien land 
— Speaking of the Japanese he 
sald: 
“The policy of our government for 
some years has been subservient to 
the Japanese. They are the Ger- 
mans of the East and they plan far 
in advance. Most of the men here 
are reserves. For many years thay 
Planned to take possession of the fat 
lands of California, Oregon‘and Ne- 
vada. 

“The Legislature should find a 
remedy for these evasions of the 
true Intent and purpose of the stat- 
ute. Such aliens should not be ak 
lowed to incorporate for the pur. 
pose of holding land. The leasing 
privilege should be repealed and 
marriages not solemnized between 
contracting parties where both par-’ 
ties are not present should be de- 
clared invalid. This would prevent 
Japanese women coming into the 
State as alleced photograph or pic- 
ture brides, with the status of wives. 
“The Japanese menace seems to 
be conceded by all who desire to pre- 
serve he soll of California for the 
white race. The Japanere are non- 
assimilable and therefore they re- 
main a permanently foreign element 
and do not contribute as citizens to 
the well-being of the State. They are 
eapable, however, of crowding off 
the land the white farmer who re- 
fuses to come down to their standard 
of living and hours of work. 

LOWER STANDARD. 

“Where the government itself 
rests upon the free choice of the citi- 
zens, it is vital that the conditions 
under which the population grows 


and develops and should be regard. 
ed as of greater importance than the 
mere production of crops and com- 
modities. 

“Whatever tends to lower the 
standards of American living and 
civilization strikes a blow at the 
very existence of the State. 

“When men seeking farms and 
employment find themselves con- 
fronted by a problem of this kind. 
with the best lands of the @tate in 
the hands of aliens, whose vompeti- 


ards, despair will be followe by re- 
sentment, and these conditions will 
breed 1.W.Wism, Bolsheviem and all 
modern evils of a deranged economic 
system. 
“The matter of Oriental immigra- 
tion has been brought before the 
conference in Paris, where the con- 
stitution of the League of Nations 
ie being drafted. Tho Japanese, 
against the protests of the United 
States and Ausiralia, ask for racial 
equality.” 
Both United States Senator Phe- 
lan and State Senator Inman gave 
cut Interviews here today concern- 
ing their anti-Japanese campaign. 
Senator Inman Is a well-known anti- 
Jepanese agitator. He fought aii 
one night to have the present bill 
passed at the 1913 session of which 
he was a member. 

INMAN’'S VIEWS. 
In his interview today Senator 
Inman sald: 
“The Japanese situation is a 
greater menace to the future wel- 
fare of California than many people 
realize. We have come to a point 
where we find Japanese competing 
on the land with the white people, 
and because of a vast difference in 
living conditions, thev are driving 
the most desirable class of farmers 
from the fields. 

‘The Japanese work for twenty 
hours a day and for small wages. 
My amendment would prevent the 
Japanese from gaining control of 
the land for any period but it would 
not prevent them from working 
wherever they might please. 

We must realize that {f the agri- 
cultural interests of this State are 
to be divided between two groups, 
one of which does not maintain a 
cecent standard of living. while the 
other does, that the latter must 


go. 

“The Japanese are not even con- 
tent with the present "hes year 
lease term and last summer at a 
meeting held in this city they went 
en record as favorine an amend- 
ment to the present law to extend 
the term of the lease to ten years. 

JAPANS. 

“The Japanese never assimilate 
with the Americans, they have their 
own cojonies, their own stores, 
wholesale houses and even motor 
bus lines. They set up a little Japan 
in every section where they go.” 

Senator Phelan advocated strong- 
ly the passage of both the Inman 
and the Duncan bills, which were 
prepared as part of the anti-Jap- 
anese propaganda to be introduced 
immediately following the Senator's 
capital 
' The union forces hav 
cepted the Phelan presvamme with 
a readiness that suggests they were 
foreinformed and forearmed. Gov. 
Stephens holds, however, the sity. 
ation in his own hands. It is hard- 
ly possible that the bills can go 
through both Houses by April 12, 
provided they pass the Legislature 
at all. If they do not reach the 
Governor ten days before the date 
of the close of the present session, 
April 22, the Governor wil! have the 
power to treat them to the pocket 
veto and the Legislature § cannot 
pass them over his head.

NEW YORK, April 1.—Plans for 
the proposed Roosevelt memorial 
expedition by airplane to the North 
Pole in June, to be headed by Capt. 
Robert Bartlett of New York, wefe 
advanced today by the Aero Club of 
America. 

Capt. Bartlett, who accompanied 
Peary on the latter's exploration in 
1897, plans to ship one large air- 
plane and several small ones to 
Etah, which will be the party's pri- 
mary base.

CASUALS ABOARD. 

Most of the other troops on the 
Kentuckian were casuals including 
men from Téxas and a few marines. 

Col. Harry La T. Cavanaugh of 
Detroit, Mich., commander of the 
Three Hundred and Sixty-third In- 
fantry regiment, part of which re- 
turned on the Kentuckian, wore en 
American D.8.C. and a French Croix 
de Guerre for exceptional bravery 
under fire. during the Meuse-Argonne 
Offensive in which all his staff officers 
were either killed or wounded. 

The Three Hundrd and Sixty-third 
landed in France on July 26, 1918, 
and went into training near Chau- 
mont. entering the trenches near 
Verdun the following September. 
After taking, part in the Meuse-Ar- 
gonne battles from September 24 to 
October 4, it went to Belgium, where, 
on October 31 from a position near 
Lys it began an attack that con- 
tinued across the Scheldt river and 
seven kilometers east of that stream 
when the armistice was signed. 
While most of the boys in the Three 
Hundred and Sixty-third ere Cal- 
ifornians, the regiment being known 
as the San Francisco regiment, a 
number of them are also from 
Oregon, Washington, Montana, Idaho 
and Utah. \ 

“WILD WESTERNERE.” 


The Ninety-first division, known 
popularly as the “Wild West” or 
“Powder River’ division, it was 
Stated, suffered between 6000 and 
7000 casualties of which the Three 
Hundred and Sixtry-third regiment 
had 170°, of whom 700 were Killed. 
The division was cited sevew times 
for bravery. Its nickname . of 
“Powder River’ was taken from a 
Montana stream which the soldiers 
said was “a mile wide and an inch 
deep.”’ 

Lieut. James Boyd Jr., of Willows, 
Cal., returned in commend of a 
machine gun company of the Three 
Hundred and Sixty-third, He wore 
a Croix de Guerre for gallantry in 
action in wiping out machine gun 
nests. Sergt. Allan J. Marshal! of 
San Francisco was the possessor of 
an American D.S.0. Although hit 
he remained in action for many 
hours and displayed exceptional 
bravery under fire. Private Frank 
Sembertrand of San Francisco 
mounted a machine gun in no man’s 
land 150 yards from the enemy's 
trenches and destroyed two German 
machine gun nests.

RETURN OF RAINBOW 
DIVISION IS PLANNED.

PREPARATIONS ARE COMPLET- 
ED FOR TROOPS TO START 
MOVING BY APRIL 5.

(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
COBLENZ, April 1.-—— Detailed 
plans were made known here today 
for sending the Rainbow Division 
home. They show that general 
headquarters hag srranged for the 
entrainment, movement and em- 
barkation of the units now in the 
American Army of Occupation with 
a maximum speed and minimum dis- 
comfort. 

Acco to the final schedule, 
the entrainment of the Forty-second 
will begin Saturday, April 5, and 
will be completed on the following 
Friday. The funning time is figured 
at sixty hours, much faster than any- 
body here thought possible. That 
means that the last of the Rainbow 
units should be in Brest April 14, 
and one of the most pleasing @m- 
nouncements is that the average 
Stay at Brest is less than four days. 
In other words, the entire division 
should be on the weter April 18, 
thirteen days after the movement 


American soll several days before 
May 1. 

The Thirty-second will be the next 
division to~ leave this area. Its 
scheduled movement is to begin 
from here Apri! 26. If the plans for 
the Rainbow are. successful, the 
Michigan and Wisconsin outfit 
should be landed in Hoboken or 
some other point on the American 
seaboard by May 20. 

Instead of all the necessary pre- 
liminary work being handled by the 
Third Army. as Originally was con- 
templated, it has been placed in 
charge of the advance embarkation 
section, 8.0.8., sent for that pur- 
pose, under the command of Col. 
Casher H. Conrad, Jr. This section 
already has provided the homeward+ 
bound men with health instructions 
calculated to overcome the thousand 
and one little difficulties and incon- 
veniences of the journey. 

Twenty-three trains of thirty cars 
each, leaving at the rate of four 
traing a day, will be sufficient to 
carry all the units of the division 
minus the artillery pieces, transport 
and similar equipment. The Amer- 
ican box cars have been thoroughly 
cleaned and provided with toilet fa- 
cilities. They will have a capacity 
of sixty men, but the men will ride 
forty-five to a car. There will be am- 
ple room for their packs and straw- 
filled bed sacks. 


The rolling kitchens are in a ra- 
tio of one to every 250 men carried, 
and a half-hour stop will be mede 
for hot meals. The men wil] tum- 
ble out af the cars and eat Regular 
Army rations in the kitchen cars. 
The officers will eat with the men. 
as they did in the field, but, although 
they will ride in the French passen- 
ger coaches, they will be subjectéd to 
greater discomfort than -the men. 

Strict discipline will be enferced 
by the train end car commanders, 
the former being commissioned of- 
ficers and the latter noncoms. No 
wines or liquor of any kind will be 
permitted on the trains. 

After detraining at Brest, the trav- 
elers immediately will be provided 
with a hot méal, and will be given a 
half-hour for the adjustment of 
their packs and: stretching their 
cramped muscles. Then the unit will 
march to its billets in the tented 
area assigned to them. Then follows 
physical inspection, inspection of the 
records of the company funds and 
equipment. Here new uniforms will 
be issued. For that reason the men 
have been instructed to prepare to 
trafisfer. their divigion insignia, 
wound chevrons and rvice stripes 
from their present clothing on short 
notice. 

With all the Inspections completed 
the troops will be moved from the 
tented area to barracks end marked 
ready for embarkation.

H. C. MERRITT 
FOUND GUILTY. 


Millionaire. is Copvicted on 
Food-Hoarding Charge. 


Jury Recommends Clemency; 
Pasadenan may Appeal. 


Penalty is Fine or Prison, Loss 
of Citizenship. 

Hulett C. Merritt, the Pasadena 
millionaire, was found guilty by «@ 
jury in United States District Judge 
Trippet’s court yesterday of violating 
the Food Conservation Act in hoard- 
ing five 100-pound sacks of sugar. 
A recommedation of clemency was 
included in the verdict. 

Under the statute that Mr. Merritt 
was found guilty of violatirg, >e 
may be sent to a Federal prison 
for a term not exceeding two years, 
or may be fined not more than 
$5000. He cannot both be sent te 
prison and fined. 

As for the jury's clemency recom- 

mendation, the court may disregard 
it. though it is usually taken Into ac- 
count in passing the sentence. 
verdict automatically deprives Mr. 
Merritt of his citizenship. 
_ At the opening of court yesterday 
morning, Assistant United States 
District Attorney Young apologized 
for a statement made in the heat 
of argument Monday, when he de- 
clared that the evidence of Mrs. 
Herma Lindbloom was perjured. 
Under the rules of the court he was 
not warranted in using such strong 
and opprobious language, and he 
asked leave to withdraw the state- 
ment. 

The charge of Judge Trippet, in- 
volving the law in the case, was 
short and concise, and well received 
by both sides. There seemed to be 
very little to discuss in the instruc- 
tions. The jury retired at 
10:45 a.m. 

The body had deliberated in the 
case but a short time when a re- 
quest was sent to the court for «4 
copy of the evidence of former Su- 
perior Judge Willis I. Morrison, 


WOULD SETTLE?

WILL NOT GRANT 
UNION DEMAND. 


Master Painters Refuse to 
Consider Closed Shop. 


from $6 to $7 a day at the present 
time. 


THE RATE OF PAY. 

By the terms of the agreement be- 
fore the strike, the painters received 
a $5 minimurn for eight hours, with 
double time for work on Thanksgiv- 
ing, Christmas, New Year's Day and 
Saturday afternoons. All other holl- 
days paid time and one-half. 

In their demand, issued some days 

ago, the union painters, whoare said 
to constitute about 75 per cent. of 
the 1500 professional painters in the 
city, asked a minimum of $6 a day, 
with the same overtime arrangement 
and the privilege of putting a union 
steward on every job. 
The employers declare that the 
steward plan would give the unions 
the privilege of driving every non- 
union painter out of the field, and 
would amount to nothing less than 
the closed shop, which the painters 
have long desired. This condition, 
the master painters insist, cannot 
prevail. 

“We insist upon being privileged 
to run our own jobs the way we 
see fit, so long as We Pay Our men 
their wages,” said President Mann of 
the master painters yesterday. “The 
wages we offered the union men as 
{a compromise proposition represent- 
ed all that the traffic would bear, 
and we shall have to fill our shops 
with nonunion men.” 

The association was able to secure 
about fifty nonunion painters yes- 
terday, and three shops reopened in 
the afternoon.

TO TAKE JOB? 


Council may Insist on His 
Becoming Mayor. 


New Development Expected at 
Hall Today. 


Reporters Tell of Mayor's Re- 
lations with Karr. 


Indications at the City Hall last 
night were that a new move would 
develop there this morning looking 
to the suspension of Mayor Wood- 
man, and insistence that City Attor- 
ney Stephens take the position until 
the Mayor's trial ends or his term 
jexpires. There was declared to be a 
real prospect that the Councilmen 
would demand that the City Attor- 
ney sacrifice his persona! feelings. 

The Council will, however, un- 
doubtedly postpone definite action 
until the latter part of the week— 
probably until Friday morning—so 
that a committee may wait upon Mr. 
Stephens and press upon him to ac- 
cept. The City Attorney left last 
evening for Sacramento, and previ- 
ous to’ his departure it is understood 
that some of the Councilmen. held 
conferences with him. The Council 
would have to delay definite action 
until hie return if it decides to take 
this tack on the Mayoralty problem. 

MAY FORCE ISSUE. 

A big audience is expected to at- 
tend the Council's session at 10 
o'clock today at the City Hall. This 
is the time set for the further con- 
sideration of the Mayor's message, 
in which he reviews his case and de- 
clares he will not ask for suspen- 
sion. 

Postponement of the matter is 
generally considgred as the action 
rost probable, t there were ind!i- 
cations last evening that attempts 
will be made to force the issue. If 
it comes to a vote on postponement, 
it is probable that there will be only 
two votes against this move—those 
of Councilmen Criswell and Mallard. 
On a vote to suspend the Mayor, it 
ls probable the line-up will be: For 
suspension, Councilmen  Criswell, 
Mallard, Farmer and Conaway; 
against suspension, Councilmen Ol- 
sen. True, Reeves, Conrad and 
Cleaveland. 

The feature of yesterday's Council 
session was the appearance of Mayor 
Ole Hanson of Seattle, who received 
an ovation. He was introduced by 
Counciimen Reeves as a man who 
“had the eourage of his convictions,” 
and said that the citizens of Los An- 
geles should be thankful to their 
Counciimen for the municipal im- 
provements here. especial as the 
Councilmen, Mayor Hanson said, re- 
ceive af much pay as a chauffeur, no 
praise end much blame. 

NEEDS SQUARE DEAL. 

Mayor Hanson also complimented 
the Council “for actions in not 
suspending the present Mayor,” say- 
ing: “I have no knowledge of the 
Mayor's guilt or innocence, but I do 
know that he faces one of those 
Periods in.a man's life when he 
needs a square deal. 

“Mayor Woodman may be guilty. 
I do not know’ He may be innocent. 
I hope that he is. But he is entitled, 
as every living man is entitled, to a 
square deal from the people of this 
community, and I would say to the 
people of this city that I would see 
them in hell with their backs broken 
before I would turn my face from, or 
change my attitude towards, the 
thing which is trying to destroy 


Mayor Hanson anid that he be- 
lieved Mayor Woodman should have 
a speedy trial. and if found guilty he 
should be sent to prison, and that he 
should be given a chance to clear 
himself of the charges and “‘too keep 
his good name unstained.” 

The county grand jury will recon- 
vene today, it was ennounced yes- 
terday by Dist.-Atty. Woolwine, but 
not to take up the graft inquiry. An 
extradition matter will come before 
the body, the District Attorney said. 

MAYOR AND KARR. 

S. V. McGillivray, Henry A. Frazier 
and R. 8. Boyeson, newspaper re- 
porters at the City Hall, were called 
'to the, District Attorney's office yes- 
terday and questioned regarding the 
relationship between Horace W. 
Karr, a former Examiner reporter, 
and Mayor Woodmian. 

According to Deputy District At- 
torney Doran, Mr. McGillivray said 
that he and Mr. Frazier interviewed 
the Mayor, and that Mr. Woodman 
said that he was not particularly 
friendly with Karr and did not un- 
derstand how such an impression 
was gained by the other reporters. 
Mr. Frazier repeated the statement 
and said that the Mayor disclaimed 
unusual friendliness to Karr. He 
said the Mayor appeared to repell 
the idea that Karr was “close” to 
him, according to Mr. Doran.

“Our expeditions have revolution- 
ized methods of Arctie exploration,” 
eaid Mr. Stefansson, “by proving 
that man can subsist on what the 
country affords in unexplored areas 
of the Arctic as readily as he can 
in other rts of the world. .When 
T am in me I do as the Romans 
do. When I am in the Far North I 
eat walrus meat. When I am in 
Southern California I eat oranges 
and fresh vegetables.” 

Mr. Stefansson tested his theory 
about living off the country up 
north by penetrating hitherto unex- 
plored regions in the area north of 
Alaska and Siberia. He and his 


nadian government, ifved on meat 
they killed on the ice. The Eskimos, 
who cling to the mainiand or abut- 
ting islands, they would find 
none. Stefansson said they would, 
so he and his two companions took 
no food along.

wild fowl. but it is expensive and 
uneconomical to kill such smal! fry. 
Cartridges are too precious when 
one has to carry them «0 far. But 
it ig easier to carry cartridges than 
the stores of food which, in the old 
days, it was thought necessary to 
take with one in the north.

Announcement was made at yes- 
terday's luncheon of the Association 
for the Betterment of Public Serv- 
ice that its Campaign Committee will 
make a full report on Councilmanic 
candidates at the noon luncheon next 
Tuesday.

{TO MAKE AUTO 


STEALING HARD. 


Southern California Club to 
Enlarge Theft Bureau. 


Expert Police Officers are 
Added to Force. 


Prevention and Detection to 
be Their Duties. 


A reorganization of the theft 
bureau of the Automobile Club of 
Southern California, which will give 
the club a thief prevention as well 
as detection body, was announced 
yesterday by Standish L. Mitchell, 
manager and secretary. Police De- 
tective Sergeants Harry Hickok and 
J. E. Erven will have charge of the 
reorganization. 


These two detectives, who for the 
last five years have been conducting 
all automobile investigations, and the 
prosecution of automobile thieves. 
for the police department, will be 
granted a year’s leave of absence by 
Chief Butler starting today. 

The old theft bureau, which 
operated with the automobile club 
for the last three years, with De- 
tective John Powell at its head, cap- 
tured and brought to trial) a large 
number of automobile thieves. The 
bureau also recovered thousands of 
dollars worth of gutomobiles and 
motorcycles, While nothing but 
Praise can be said of the bureau as 
it has been conducted, Mr. Mitchell 
stated yesterday that with the steady 
enlargement of the automobile club, 
an expansion of the theft bureau 
became necessary. 

“The automobile club,” said Mr. 
Mitchell, “demands the best at all 
times. Detectives Erven and Hickok 
are in my opinion the best automo- 
bile investigators on the coast. Their 
record in the police department for 
automobiles recovered and thieves 
brought to trial stands above that 
of any detectives on the Pacific 
Coast engaged in the same kind of 
work. With these men we shall be 
able to bulld on what we already 
have, and in a very short time have 
an auto-theft bureau second to none 
in the country.” 

Chief of Police Butler and Captain 
of. Detectives Home, stated that 
while the department will feel the 
loss of the expert auto officers, their 
leave of absence was granted in a 
good cause. 

“The scope of work done by the 
Automobile Club,” said Capt. Home, 
“Ie such that only expert men can 
handle it. With Detectives Erven 
and Hickok at the head of the 
bureau I know that oe 
thieves in and about this city 
have no easy life.” 

When the bureau fs turned over 
to Detectives Hickok and Erven to- 
day, a force of at least four men 
will at once be put to work operating 
under their instructions. Investiga- 
tors and call motorcycle men will be 
on hand at the bureau offices at all 
times and all suspicious automobile 
deals will be looked into. 

Officers of the Theft Bureau will 
be moved within a few days from 
their present place in the Automo- 
bile Club Building to @ new club 
building which is under construc- 
tion, adjoining the old one. The 
offices will take up a complete suit 
of rooms and wil] include an ex- 
tensive card index filing system 
where all automobiles belonging to 
members of the club will be fled.
